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ARMS RACE, PROBLEMS OF PEACE

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MONGOLIAN-SOVIET ECONOMIC COOPERATION 
Soviet Aid

[Text] Mongolian-Soviet economic cooperation, which is increasing from year to 
year, serves as a vivid example of the embodiment of socialist economic integra- 
tion and as a decisive factor of the building of the material and technical 

base of socialism in the MPR. 


In the past 10 years more than 480 large projects of the greatest national 
economic importance have been built in the MPR with the technical and economic 
assistance of the Soviet Union. The ever-increasing Soviet assistance is 
stimulating qualitative changes in the structure of the Mongolian economy. 
Socialist industry today accounts for 66 percent of the gross net output of 
MPR agriculture and industry. The enterprises built with the assistance of 
the Soviet Union now produce more than 50 percent of the gross industrial 
output of the country. 


Economic cooperation with fraternal countries will also undergo further develop- 
ment in the coming vears. The meeting of L. I. Brezhnev and Y. Tsedenbal, which 
was held in the Crimea in August of this year, marked a new milestone in the 
development of economic relations between the MPR and the USSR and in the matter 
of increasing the effectiveness of Mongolian-Soviet cooperation. The amount 

of Soviet aid to the MPR will increase more than twofold during the current 
five-year plan. The construction by the joint efforts of the two countries of 
more than 340 industrial, agricultural, cultural and general projects and the 
implementation of about 50 comprehensive measures, which are aimed at the 
increase of the efficiency of the MPR economy, are being planned. 


Mining Industry 
Ulaanbaatar MONTSAME in Russian 1443 GMT 7 Oct 81

[Text] The MPR mining industry is in many ways indebted for its rapid rate of 
developmen’ to the unselfish assistance of the Soviet Union. The placement into 








operation of the Erdenet Mining and Concentration Combine, which was built by 
the joint efforts of the two countries, increased considerably the capacity 
of the sector, which accounts for more than 10 percent of the gross industrial 
output and one-fourth of Mongolian exports. 





The current five-vear plan is opening up new extensive prospects for the sector. 
For the assurance of the leading rate of development of the fuel and power 
industry and the development of ferrous metallurgy and the chemical industry 

in the country it is planned to increase the amount of geological prospecting 

by 1.3-fold. More than 70 percent of the assets being allocated for this 
purpose will be channeied into the prospecting and search for deposits of 
nonferrous and rare metals, fluorspar, coal and construction materials. Compre- 
hensive studies will be continued in the regions of eastern and western Mongolia. 


Mongolian-Soviet cooperation in the area of geology and the mining industry will 
undergo further development. The Erdenet Combine will reach the rated capacity, 
as a result of which the production of copper-molybdenum concentrate will increase 
2- to 2.7-fold. The Soviet Union will provide assistance in the construction and 
expansion of a number of capacities for the mining of fluorspar. Owing to this 
the volume of extraction of this important item of Mongolian exports will increase 
nearly 1.5-fold. 


The cooperation of the MPR in this area with other fraternal socialist countries 
will also be supplemented with a new content. In particular, the construction 

and placement into operation of a number of capacities for the mining of fluorspar, 
nonferrous and rare metals are planned within the framework of the 

Mongol chekhoslovakmetal! and Mongolbolgarmetall joint enterprises. These and 

other measures will make it possible to increase the volume of the gross output 

of the sector by 2.1- to 2.3-fold and its exports by 2.l-fold. By the end of 

the current five-year plan the mining industry will provide more than 20 percent 

of the gross industrial output of the MPR and nearly 50 percent of Mongolian exports.

{Text} The agreement on the establishment of friendly relations between People's 
Mongolia and the RSFSR was signed 6 decades ago, on 5 November 1921. The 
principles of the mutual respect of state sovereignty, independence and equal 
cooperation of the two countries were the basis for it. B. Badarch, deputy 
chairman of the Central Council of the Mongolian-Soviet Friendship Society, 
stated this in an interview given to a MONTSAME correspondent. 


"This historical document was born with the direct participation of the brilliant 
teacher of the workers of the entire world, V. I. Lenin, and the famous son of 
the Mongolian people, D. Suhe-Bator."” "It," B. Badarch noted, “became the basic 
legal document in the history of the everlasting indissoluble friendship and 
comprehensive, fruitful cooperation between the peoples of Mongolia and the 
Soviet Union, which completely guarantees the further progress and prosperity 

of our country. 


"The truly internationalist relations of the class alliance, fraternity, genuine 
friendship and close cooperation have now existed for 6 decades between both 
states; at all the stages of their development they have always been and remain 
crystal clear like a diamond, strong like steel," he emphasized. "They have 
never been clouded anywhere by anything, but, on the contrary, have been developed 
and strengthened in depth and breadth, both during the years of the joint 
strurgle against the common enemy and during the period of many years of peaceful 
creative work, In the world there is no force which could shake our friendship, 


which has been tested by time and has been tightened by the sacred blood of the 
best sons and daugthers of the Mongolian and Soviet peoples, which was spilled 
together on the fields of the battles against the common enemy.” 


B. Kadarch said that with the triumph of the People's Revolution in Mongolia, 
under the direct influence of the inspirational ideas of Great October, the new,

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BEGIN-REAGAN TALKS ANALYZED

The talks of Israeli Prime Minister Begin [words illegible], which have concluded 
in Washington, demonstrated the complete coincidence of the strategic interests of 
the American imperialists and the Israeli expansionists. 


Begin received firm assurances that the Reagan Administration, like its predeces- 
sors, “will observe the long-term obligations with respect to the security and 
well-being of Israel," which means the continuation of the deliveries of modern of- 
fensive arms to the Israeli aggressors and injections of dollars into the Israeii 
economy, which has been crippled by the hopeless arms race. 


To the lofty phrases about the "Soviet threat" in the Near East, Begin and Reagan 
worked out an understanding on the sharp incr2ase of military strategic cooperation 
between the United States and Israel. This will primarily take the form of the in- 
crease of the use by the American military of Israeli territory and military bases 
for the support of the operations of the interventionist Rapid Deployment Force 
against Arab regimes not to the liking of the United States. 


Begin told journalists that Israel had agreed to deploy on its territory American 
tanks and other military hardware, offered in case of need to provide air cover for 
its military transport airplanes, as well as its ports for the ships of the U.S. 
6th Fleet. Begin's goal [words illegible] to tie the United States to its expan- 
sionist policy in the region, to obtain additional guarantees that any anti-Arab 
action will meet with Washington's full approval. In turn, the United States is 
receiving a springboard for the making of a strike against any Near East state, as 
well as the Soviet Union. 


So far, the representatives of the Reagan Administration have stated that the U.S. 
President has not yet formulated his Near East policy. So, did the results of the 
talks between Reagan and Begin show what the course of the administration in this 
region will be? The sinister anti-Arab, anti-Soviet American-Israeli military 
strategic alliance gives an unequivocal answer to this question.

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YOUNG PEOPLE IN LABOR FORCE

In the report it is noted that according to the results of the first three 
quarters 9.1 million young animals are being raised in the country, which is 
609,400 more than during the same period last year. According to the data on 
1 October the crop had been harvested from 69.9 percent of all the sown areas.
